For this purpose, the exporter should submit the cer¬ 
tificate in the existing form in triplicate to the Export Control Licensing Authori¬ 
ties at the time of passing the shipping bill, who will verify the certificate with the 
particulars given in the shipping documents and duly sign aJl the three copies and 
retain one copy, When the documents are produced lo the Customs for effecting 
shipment, the two copies of the certificate duly signed by the Export Control 
Licensing Authorities will be countersigned by the Customs and returned to the 
exporter One copy of this certificate should be sent by the exporter to the im¬ 
porter in the U.K, and another copy should be sent simullaneouslv to the Import 
Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade, Victoria Street, London S.W. 1., U.K., to 
enable them to issue the necessary import licence on receipt of on application from 
the Importer.
